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Note 3a continued. With respect to the newly introduced limitations of the independent claims, since such limitaions were not previously 
presented, they inherently require not only a detailed review of the art applied in the final OA, but also a new detailed search. Under 
present uspto practice, such is not performed at the present time juncture. The exmainer recommends the filing of a RCE for such scope 
of protection. 

The submitted TD has been accepted and overcomes the rejections predicated upon such prior patent. 



The amendment to 34-40 overcomes the single means rejection previously presented, but introduces an additional element that needs to 
be re-searched and reconsidered with respect to the art previously applied to these claims. Again, such is not performed under current 
USPTO practice at this time juncture.
